BOYNE CITY -—- When Dan 
Reed accepted a ‘position with the 
United States Department of State for 
a one-year assignment in Iraq he 
knew his tinie would be spent in a 
dangerous country, but he didn’t 
know how close he would come to 


death. 


Reed, a resident of Boyne City and 
former planning director for the city, 
had completed eight months of his as- 
signment when he decided to take a 
leave to return home for family rea- 
sons. He was preparing for the trip on 
June 24 when he received news that a 
bombing had occurred in an office 
building in Baghdad’s Sadr City. 
Reed was devastated when he 
learned it was the building where he 
attended weekly meetings. If it were 
not for his trip preparations he would 
have been in the building at a meeting 


with his team: 


“T haven’t come to terms with it 
yet. I don’t really get it, why of all the 
times I went to those meetings and 
the one time I don’t go, it happens,” 
said Reed from his home in Boyne ' 


City. 


Five people that Reed worked 
with died in the bombing, one of 
them a close friend, Steve Farley,

BOYNE CITY — City residents may 
begin hauling that old sofa, mattress, 
washer and the like out to the curb for pick- 
up by rubbish haulers beginning the week 
of July 28. 

“ The new city service will run for 13 
weeks to give residents time to organize 
items they want picked up. 

The rubbish service is separate from 
household garbage pick-up. Residents 
must use private garbage disposal compa- 
nies for household garbage collection. 

The city plans to initiate rubbish pick-up 
on Main Street and the area north of Main 
Street the week of July 28. The area south 
of Main Street will have its first pick up on 
Aug. 6 and 7. 

City manager Michael Cain announced 
the rubbish program at a July 22 city.com- 
mission meeting. 

“This is a new program for us and it will 
take awhile to work it out,” Cain said. “We 
hope people will be patient and give us’ 
feedback.” 

Some of the items allowed are furniture, 
clothing, carpeting (with restrictions), 
stoves, refrigerators (with Freon removed), 


.and construction debris. 


Some items excluded from collection 
are household garbage, recycling meals

While this 
vaccine isn’t perfect, 
it does cut your risk 
of getting it in half, 
and if you do get it 
you'll have a much 
milder case. Med- 
icare pays for this 
vaccine only if you 
have a Part D pre-

If you aren’t covered 
you can expect to pay 
between $150 and 
$250 for the shot. 

Y= Tetanus-diph- 
theria-pertussis 
(Tdap) vaccine: The 
CDC recommends a

. cough) vaccine for all 


adults aged 64 or 
younger whose last 
tetanus-diphtheria 
booster shot was at 
least 10 years ago. 
Whooping cough, the 
CDC warns, is mak- 
ing .a comeback in 
seniors because 
childhood — vaccina- 
tions (if you had one) 
have worn off. How- 
ever, if you are 65 or 
older, get a tetanus- 
diphtheria (Td) 
booster shot instead 
of the 3-in-1 Tdap 
vaccine. Neither vac- 
cine is covered by 
Medicare, but typi- 
cally costs under $75.

The Charlevoix County Commission on Aging, established in 1973, is 
in the midst of a badly needed overhaul. : 
This is occurring because the Charlevoix County Board of Commis- 
sioners that oversees the COA is doing what it is supposed to do — over- 
seeing the COA. This has not always been the case with other county com- 
missions, otherwise how would the COA have accumulated more than $2 

million of taxpayers’ money and not used it for services to our seniors? 

The first positive step in the overhaul was the hiring of consultant David 
Emmel of Midland. Emmel is expertly guiding the COA and the county 
commissioners into a relationship that works. Roles are being defined and 
the needs of seniors are being explored for appropriate rendering of serv- 
ices, Short-term and long-term (here come the baby-boomers) plans are in 
the works. 

So far, two full-time RNs.have been hired, additional office staff is on 
board, a home care coordinator is in place and Beaver Island seniors will 
benefit from a new community center. 

Programs are developing that focus on prevention of medical problems, 
promote fitness and educate people on diabetes and depression. 

‘More needs to be done, but it appears that the COA is on the right track. 

The more than $2 million in reserve is still in reserve and yet the COA is 
asking taxpayers to renew .4 of a mil this year. The COA will need some of 
the reserve as well as the millage renewal, it is said, because of its short- 


~ and long-term plans. 


For taxpayers it’s a leap of faith to approve the .4 mil — a leap of faith 
that the Commission on Aging board will keep its promise to use the mill- 
age money AND a large share of the reserve money to provide programs 
and services that benefit our seniors. 

_ Itis helpful to know that the county commissioners are paying attention 
and holding the COA accountable for the funds it receives.

Headlines about leachate were misleading 


To the editor: 

On July 1, public health officials issued a revised advisory for 
areas along the Bay Harbor Resort shoreline. Petoskey News Re- 
view’s front-page headlines read, “Leachate Danger Zone Scaled 
Back.” While technically true, the accompanying article and CMS’ 
preposterous advertising campaign lead the reader to believe that the 
problems at Bay Harbor are nearly fixed. This is not correct nor was 
the color-coded map accurate. 

What the article failed to say was that only-870 feet of shoreline re- 
strictions were lifted on one of five sites still releasing toxic caustic 
leachate into Little Traverse Bay. All of East Park, all of Village Har- 
bor Lake, 930 ft. of Seep 1, 1000 ft. of Pine Court Seep and 800 ft. of 
Westem seep are still leaching and considered too hazardous for con- 
tact or exposure by humans and animals. After four years and 60 mil- 
lion dollars, this is hardly a success story. That doesn’t sound like the 
shoreline is clean or the Bay protected. . 


Lets not forget that the high caustic pH values are only one of the 
many hazards still uncontrolled. Dissolved within the leachate, some 


of it venting far out into the lake and not even measured, are highly 


toxic heavy metals like mercury and arsenic. Unlike pH, these heavy 
metals don’t dilute out in the water. They bioaccumulate. They don’t 
go away and they build up in the environment over time. Despite as- 
surances from CMS, we still don’t know the amount or impact to the 
environment of these and other toxic compounds. 

We acknowledge and are grateful that some pH values along the 
shore at Bay Harbor are improved. This is not however “Mission Ac- 
complished.” Nor is it the sameas CMS saying, “cleaning our shore 
and protecting our Bay.” Only when the CKD ceases to leach, the 
toxic releases halted and the accrued hazards removed will success 
be achieved.

Now they want to spread the pol- 
lution to other sites rather than eliminate the problem at Bay 
Harbor. Their solution is to transfer their hazardous leachate to 
Alba for injection into a deep well, which could potentially con- 
taminate the Jordan River Valley water table and eventually mi- 
grate into Lake Charlevoix, Round Lake, and Lake Michigan. 
Another solution being talked about is possibly transferring this 
hazardous leachate to the cement plant in Charlevoix, to poten- 
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tially add another area to be polluted with CMS material. The 
obvious is all too simple. CMS needs to remove the cause of the 
pollution at Bay Harbor, not redistribute their polluted waste to 
other areas. CMS and their management should be held account- 
able, both financially and possibly criminally for not solving the 
problem.

Two bats test positive for rabies 


Two bats, one from 
Antrim County and the 
other from Charlevoix 
County, were confirmed 
to have been infected 
with rabies, public health 
officials announced 
today - with a reminder to 
residents and visitors to 
reduce their exposure to 
rabies. 

Rabies vaccine pre- 
vents rabies from devel- 
oping in people who have 
been exposed to an. in- 
fected animal. Once ra- 
bies symptoms begin, 
there is no treatment and 
itis always fatal. 

Exposure to rabies is 
not an emergency, but 
decisions must not be 
delayed. According to 
Joshua Meyerson, MD, 
Medical Director for the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan, if 
you are bitten:or clawed 
by an animal, you should 
wash the area thor- 
oughly and contact.your 
health care provider im- 
mediately if treatment is

needed. Next, call your 
local Health Department 
office to determine the 
need for rabies vaccina- 
tion. 

“Before we recom- 
mend rabies vaccine, 
we'll review the type of 
your exposure, the an- 
imal you were exposed 
to, as well as laboratory 
and surveillance infor- 
mation for the area where 
the exposure occurred,” 
he said. 

Meyerson said the 
most common sources of 
rabies exposure in the 
area are bats, dogs, rats, 
and ferrets. * 

The US Centers for 
Disease Control & Pre- 
vention defines an expo- 
sure to rabies as an an- 
imal bite penetrating 
skin, contact with an an- 
imal’s saliva or nervous 


system tissue, or contam- : 


ination of open wounds, 


scrapes, and mucous 
Membranes such as 
mouth or eyes. 


“Bites and scratches 


12 blarmels 


from small animals like 
bats can be difficult to de- 
tect,” said Meyerson. “If 
there is a bat in a room 
with an unattended child, 
or someone who’s been 
sleeping or intoxicated, 
it’s sometimes hard for 
them to tell if they’ve 
been bitten or not.” 

“Make every effort to 
capture the bat in a con- 
tainer and call us to have 
it tested,” he said. “If we 
can test it, we can deter- 
mine if treatment is war- 
ranted. Without the bat, 
we have to assume it had 
rabies - and treatment is 
crucial to avoid develop- 
ing the disease. Only one 
person is on record of 
surviving rabies.” Treat- 
ment for rabies consists 


.of five anti-rabies shots 


over 28 days. 


The best-way to pre- 
vent rabies is to avoid 
contact with potentially 
infected animals. 

The CDC _recom- 
mends the following 
steps: 

¢ Vaccinate all pet 
dogs, cats, ferrets, and 
other animals that have 
frequent contact with hu- 
mans. 

* Don’t feed or watér 
pets outside - even empty 
bowls attract wild an- 
imals. 

¢ Never handle unfa- 
miliar or wild animals, 
even if they appear 
friendly. 

¢ If you see a wild an- 
imal acting strangely, re- 
port: it to animal control 
officials. 

° Bat proof your home 
in the fall and winter.
